$50,000 FIRE AT WINFIELD;

Winfield, Alta., May 8—Defying all 
the efforts of a hastily organized vol- 
unteer brigade, fire which broke out 
here in the early hours of Saturday 
morning completely destroyed the 
sawmill of E. Drader together with his 
winter’s cut of timber. The total loss 
is estimated at around $50,000 and it i4 
said that no insurance was carried. 

Starting from a cause so far un- 
ascertained, the flames took an early 
grip of the piled up stock of timber 
and spread quickly. The town of 
Winfield has no fire brigade of its 
own and none of the _ neighboring 
towns are situated near enough to 
have lent assistance, with the result 
that Winfield was left with meagre 
apparatus to combat the flames. as 
best it could. 

By strenuous efforts the volunteers 
confined the fire to the mill and the 
stock of timber, but nothing could be 
done to save those from complete 
destruction. Mr. Drader, the owner, 
had just completed the winter's cut 
and was preparing for spring work 
when the blaze upset his plans. It 
is estimated that the logs and lumber 
destroyed totalled one million feet. 

Mr. Drader is planning to start 
rebuilding immediately. Winfield igs 
situated near the northern end of 
the Lacombe and Northwestern rail- 
way.

Mr. Spencer of Battle River, and I,

, the near future to relegate all divorce

The fight on this issue was brought 
on in parliament by Mr. Woodsworth 
‘and myself and for the . following 
‘reason: 
| Parliament, we consider, is not in a 
| Position to give due attention to the 
eno of applications for divorces 

which comes before it each year. Ab- 

solutely no consideration is ever 
given to the divorce Dills. They are 
lumped together like a sack of pota- 
toes and put through three formal 
readings a hundred or so at a time. 
Mr. Woodsworth pointed out there 


are children involved in many of these 
divorce cases and we make absolutely 
no provision for their care. Then not 
infrequently the individuals concerned 
in a divorce case are victims of loath- 
some disease and yet the bill grants 
the right to re-marry. These matters 
!of detail cannot be gone into by par- 
liament. If for no other reason the 
lurid details could not be discussed so 
publicly. 

It was in order to test this point and 
to press for a more sensible way of 
dealing with these matters that I 
asked the sponsor of a divorce bill to 
give parliament the details of the case 
involved so that we might vote intel- 


ligently on the bill. I know that the 
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sponsor did not have the dotalls, I 
know he would not glvo thom ff he 
had had them, and I also know tha 
pariiamont would not have Hstenod to 
him ff he had tried to give such do- 
tails, But by asking for them I drew 
attontion to the absurdity of parlla 
mont passing billa4 by the hundred 
through a formal machine, not one of 
which bills {ts ‘discussablo in public and 
no member hearing the Information In 
respect to the bills oven if it were dis- 
cussable, 

Another reason for holding up these | 
bills was that the Sonate had sent a 
bill to parllament providing that the 
Ontarlo courts should be empowered 
to grant divorces. If that were done 
It would relieve parliament of the 
grout bulk of divorce cases, as .the 
courts of all the provinces except On- 
tarlo and Quebec have that right. But 
this bill was side tracked by the in- 
fluence of the Catholics of Quebec who 
do not believe In divorce under any 
circumstances, 

Of course I respect the view of 
Catholics in this regard but the prin- 
clple ig not at stake since parliament 
is now granting divorces by the 
hundreds each year and doing so un-: 


intelligently. The question now is (ag: 
Was pointed gut by Mr. Bourassa) the ; 
manner {in which divorce shall be} 


granted. The court is in a position to 
give the necessary care and attention 
to each case and to make provision 
for any children involved, and so in 
view of this fact the Catholic opposi- | 
i is not as well founded as it might 


we is very probable that at next ses- | 
sion the rizht to grant divorce will be 
given to the court: of Ontario. If that 
transpires, our brief fillibustering on 
divorce bills will have been successful. 


Other bills of interest which passed 
the House last week were an amend- 
ment to the Criminal Code repealing 
the sections added during the war in 
respect to sedition; an amendment to 
the Immigration Act repealing a sec- 


: tion which was added, also during the 


‘trouble. 


war. The- amendment made to the Im- 
migration Act in 1919 was to the ef- 
fect that Canadian citizens, if British 
born, could be deported without trial. 
This legislation was passed to enable 
the government of that day to. deport 
the strike leaders in Winnipeg who 
were nearly all British-born and who 
had been in Canada too long to be de- 
ported under the then existing Immi- 
gration Act. The government intro- 
duced the bill to repeal this very un- 
fair and discriminatory act. Mr. Ben- 
nett and Mr. Stevens of Vancouver 
strenuously opposed repealing it. The 
bill passed the House and went to the 
Senate for the second time, having 
been defeated there in 1926.

HAS INTERESTING TRIP 


As we promised to write up our 
trip when we started, we will give you 
the first part of our journey. We 
started from Omaha, Neb. the 5th of 
April, went through Lincoln, the cap- 
ital of Neb. We went out to a place 
called Friend, where we encamped for 
the night. On awakening in the morn- 
ing of the 6th, we had about four 
inches of snow, quite cold and _ still 
snowing and blowing, so that we re- 
mained there all day. As the weather 
looked fairly promising on the 7th, 
we decided to start out. First of all 
we found we had two flat tires. Get- 
ting started, we went down to the 
akle in soft ground, This was a regu- 
lar auto camp, but not knowing that 
this ground had been flooded during 
the winter for skating, we had no 
idea that it was so soft. Well, we 
hunted a spade, planks, chains, and 
got out ok. That night we reached 
Minden, Neb, a very nice city and very 
tidy. It was 10 above on the morn- 
ing of the 8th. We stopped the next 
night at a place called Culbertson, 
Neb. It froze half an inch of ice, so it 
did not look much like Haster Sunday. 

April 9th we camped at Burlington, 
Neb. it was somewhat here and we 
found a lot of winter wheat which 
looked very good,

As the wind was in our favor, we 
started at noon for Pueblo for Col.,, 
being down hill all the way, some 60 
miles we only needed oil and water, 
as the wind drove the car along as it 
does a ship at sea. We went through 
Trinidad, Co]., got into the Rocky 
Mountains, crossing the same through 
Raton Pass, and camped the night at 
the town of Raton, New Mexico. It 
being a high altitude and very cold, 
we took a cabin for the night. We 
were now in the land of mountains, 
cactus, sage brush, Mexicans and In- 
dians, generally speaking, a dismal 
looking country. In our next letter 
we will give you something more in- 
teresting.

weather conditions all week, according 
to the report from the railway. Land 
is in good condition and one or more 
seeders in operation on practically 
every farm. 


Great activity is apparent every- 
where in Saskatchewan, with seeding 


screral and being pushed ahead. For], 


the province thirty per cent is con- 


servative estimate of the wheat in the|. 


ground. "Soil conditions generally are 
good. Present indications point that 
wheat acreage will be considerably in- 
creased. Some drifting has been ex- 
perienced in some sections. However, 
little damage has been done as little 
or no seeded land has been involved. 
Livestock is in fair condition. 


With the exception of snow in the 
western portion, of Alberta, good pro- 
gress has been made in seeding in the 
rest of the province. Operations de- 
layed by the storm May ist have now 
been continued and seeding is general 
in all districts, At present about 25 
ber cent of wheat is in the ground, the 
advancement in southern and north- 
ern sections being about even. Most 
progress made between Calgary and 
Red Deer, where 41% of the wheat is 
seeded. Practically no oats or barley 
have yet been sown. Due to increased 
power facilities more ground than 
usual will be under cultivation. Fal] 
wheat and rye now showing green, 
with no signs of winter injuries. Most 
of the left-over threshing has been 
completed and corcentration on seed- 
ing is possible. Some shortage of help 
is reported in a few districts but 
nothing serious. 

British Columbia has experienced 
cold weather during past week, delay- 
ing progress to some extent, with rain 
in a number of districts. in the Okan- 
agan, with the result that everything 
is rather slow coming along. Cherries, 
apricots, peaches and pears are in 


bloom, but it is too early in the season 
to forecast the result. First seeded 
grain is up but. still considerable 
amount to be put in, Barly planted 
vegetables are in need of warm 
weather.

Woollen Mill Planned for Edmonton 


The establishment of a plant in Ed- 
monton, by the Western Canada Wool- 
len Mills Ltd., is planned during the 
coming summer, according to an an- 
nouncement made recently. This pro- 
ject has been under consideration for 
some time and the present plans are 
the result of an exhaustive series of 
technical experiments as to the suit- 
ability of the water, the humidity of 
the atmosphere and the quality of Al- 
berta wool for the manufacture of the 
fabrics which the factory will turn out. 


The plant to be erected at Edmonton 
will have an annual capacity of 1,500,- 
000 pounds of wool in the grease with 
a cloth equivalent of from 400,000 to 
1,000,000 yards depending upon the 
weight of the material. The mill pro- 
duction is scheduled to include a wide 
range of fabrics, such as_ blankets, 
tweeds, velours, flannels, mackinaw 
cloth, freizes and yarns, which will be 
manufactured from virgin wool.

Production of the first pictnre to be 
filmed by British-Canadian Pictures 
Ltd., is expected to start about. May 
15, it is announced by Guy Weadick, 
general mdnager of the new company 
which was recently organized in Cal- 
gary.

the first two litters which weigh not 
less than 150 pounds each and do not 
exceed six months of age for the sum 
of $35 per head, provided said gilts are 
of a standard equal to that of the 
original stock supplied to the farmer. 
This company has been doing busi- 
ness along similar lines in a number 
of Western States during the past few 
years and has been particularly active 
in Washington. The Department of 
Agriculture as the result of steps 
which it has taken to investigate 
their activities, has secured data 
which will not justify it in recommend- 


.ting the scheme to Alberta farmers. 


The price charged to the farmer for 
the sows supplied by the company is 
at least twice as high as he would 
have to pay a private breeder for sows 
of the same or better quality. 

The contract is one-sided. The farm- 
er is bound to take the sows which 
the company supplies and no definite 
statement is given as to the standard 
the gilts must reach before they will 
be acceptable to the company. It will 
readily be seen that the setting of an 
exceptionally high standard when the 
gilts are ready to sell would leave the 
farmer with much of this stock on his 
hands. 


Many of the sows which have al- 
ready arrived in Alberta from the 
United States for distribution under 
this scheme are said by officials of the 
Department who have inspected them 
to be of infeyior quality, and under the 
terms of the contract, the farmers 
vho have signed contracts are com- 
pelled to accept them. 

In view of the large amount of edu- 
cational work which has been done 
during the past six years by Provinctal 
and Dominion Departments of Agricul- 
ture, packers and livestock organiza- 
tions in general towards promoting

Quebec.—When the 1928 ship- 
ping soason opened hero April, 22, 
the Canadinn Pacific St, Lawronce 
flect supplied fifty per cent. of 
the steamers that docked with S.S.

Sixty-five miles of salmon fish- 
ing in the Cains River, New Bruns- 
wick, were enjoyed recently by

ally known New York Herald-Tri- 
bune sports writer. Both parties 
were étaying for about a fortnight 
in the care of Harry Allen, well 
known New Brumewick guide.

Okanagan.— Word is received 
from Washington that the Okana- 
gan project, during the last year, 
had a higher per acre yield of 
apples and a consequent higher 
acre return to the grower, than 
any government frigation project 
in the United States, The local 
project, with 3,567 acres in apples, 
has a yield of 35,142,750 pounds, 
or 9,852 pounds to the acre, a yield 
which brought the growers a re- 
turn of $1,080,854, or the high re- 
cord price of $289 an acre. On the 
Yakima project the average yield 
was 9,602 pounds to the acre or at 
the rate of $246.16 per acre. The 
gearest appreach to the Washing- 
ton record was on the Sun river 
project in Montana, where the 
average was $153.33 an acre, fol- 
lowed by the Boise project, with a 
price of $148. . 


Ottawa.— The Department of 
Agriculture ‘hae issued a report 
showing hew the Canadian “Moth” 
plane is combatting wheat rust— 
how the Canadian Air Force, the 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
and the pathological plant of the 
Manitoba Agricultural College at 
Winnipeg are uniting to fight the 
enemy. The report says: “The 
work consists mainly in the ex- 
posure of ‘slides at different alti- 
tudes and--at-different locations. 
These aeroplane exposures at- 
tempt to collect from altitudes of 
from 1,000 to 5,000 feet the date of 
the earliest appearance of rust 
spores, the region over which they 
first appear, the rate at which the 
spore content of the air increases 
over various regions, the visibility 
of spores caught at these higher 
altitudes and the relation of cer- 
tain environmental and climatic 
factors to the rate of development 
and spread of rust. Tightly stop- 
bered bottles are used, containing 
wooden paddles te which are at- 
tached microscopic slides lightly 
Smeared with vaseline. These 
slides are exposed for 15 minutes 
at varying altitudes; the slides re- 
placed in the bottles and then re- 
turned to the Government labora- 
tory at Winnipeg.”

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his* paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. | 

3. Any person Who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
-stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.
